Good Morning... 

Since we met in December, the WTC BID President, and other Board 
representatives have also met with Councilman Bonin who expressed 
sympathy for correcting the on-street van parking problem that we are 
experiencing in Westchester. Nate is fully familiar with the details in as much 
as he has worked with us through DOR Parking Enforcement to no avail over a 
considerable period to resolve these problems. 

When we met, we talked about Business License or Zoning enforcement 
approaches to the problem. 

Tricia said that the City Code forbids "use of public streets to conduct 
business." She also said that the problem might be considered as a case in 
which business or planning permits were issued in error. After all, how can a 
business operate out of a relatively small square foot area and use 25 or more 
parking spaces? Lastly, the idea that the parking requirements for rental car 
uses would need to be legislative modified was discussed. 

How can we set this issue up to be resolved?
